spring in 
Paris. 
As its name implies, the ex po si­ 
tio n will be dev o ted mainly to the civ ili­ 
zatio n and culture o f co lo nial po ssessio ns, 
and the principal Euro pean co untries will 
take part in it.

CANADA STUDIES DUCKS 
Sev eral hundred 
wildfo wl 
o bserv ers 
hav e go ne o n duty in Canada to study the 
breeding co nditio ns o f geese and ducks. 
Mo st o f the ducks that winter in the 
United States breed in Canada. 
The Ca­ 
nadian go v ernment wants to learn the 
cause and ex tent o f the decrease o f the 
flo cks. 
So me ex perts hav e insisted that the 
sho rtage o f wildfo wl is due largely to de­ 
structio n 
o f 
their 
Canadian 
breeding 
gro unds. 
“ Settlement and agricultural 
dev elo pment hav e curtailed the breeding 
areas, and when dry co nditio ns prev ail, 
shrinking the shallo w lakes and mashes, 
the effect o f the duck supply o f the co n­ 
tinent is marked,” the Canadian depart­ 
ment o f the interio r repo rts. 
A large share o f the co ntinent’s duck 
supply , the American 
Game 
Pro tectiv e 
Asso ciatio n say s, is hatched in Manito ba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
“ That the 
disappearance 
o f 
satisfacto ry 
nesting 
spo ts in so uthern 
Canada 
will 
merely 
cause a retreat o f the ducks to no rthern 
fastnesses is a fo rlo rn ho pe, the depart­ 
ment indicated. 
A co mparativ e study 
o f the ranges has pro v ed that o ther sec­ 
tio ns are no t suitable.” 
The duck situatio n is o f interest and 
co ncern to the army o f Americans who 
sho o t them. 
The surv ey by the Canadian 
go v ernment will establish impo rtant facts 
relativ e to breeding areas and sho uld be 
a salient suggestio n to 
the 
autho rities 
who fix the o pen seaso n and the bag 
limit. 
If civ ilizatio n has serio usly en­ 
cro ached upo n the nesting spo ts o f wild­ 
fo wl, the effect must be felt in regio ns 
tho usands o f miles away . 
Canada furnishes mo st o f the ducks 
that co me into the United States. 
Spo rts­ 
men who are specializing o n the sho o ting 
o f ducks hav e a definite interest in what­ 
ev er Canada can do to increase the flo cks 
that fly o v er the bo undary . 
The Cana­ 
dian surv ey will be fo llo wed with liv ely 
interest in all part-s o f the United States.

The discov ery that turkey s cau 
be successfully raised in confine­ 
ment is leading to more ex tended 
use of that method. Below are list­ 
ed some suggestions for turkey pro­ 
ducers who are intending to fol­ 
low the restricted range plan. This 
plan should be followed specifically 
if the turkey s are to be raised siic- 


i cessfully . 
Two y ard areas should he pro- 
■ v ided, one called tlie brooder range, 
I the other termed the rearing range, 
the iirst being near the brooder 
house, the second to he used after 
the poults no longer need brooder 
heat. 
There should be sod ground 
that Is not infested with black­ 
head and where chickens liav e not 
ranged recently . 
It seems impos- 
silile to keep turkey s free from 
blackhead if they are allowed to 
mix with chickens. 
Otherwise they 
may he brooded and fed the same 
as baby chicks with all feed giv en 
In hoppers. 
Approx imately 200 poults can be 
brooded In a 10 by 12 brooder 
house. 
This should be used for 
the first eight to ten weeks, after 
which the poults should be mov ed 
to the summer range quarters as no 
further heat will be reiiuired. 
Four separate y ards should be 
prepared adjacent to the brooder 
house. 
Each should contain 5 00 
square feet of sod and each should 
l>e used only two weeks so that 
the poults will hav e access to fresh 
ground ev ery two weeks. 
From 
the brooder 
bouse, 
the 
y oung turkey s should be mov ed to 
the rearing range, where a cheap 
roosting shelter should he prov id­ 
ed. 
A range of one acre of sod is 
considered suflicient for 100 y oung 
turkey s from the age of eight weeks 
until they are marketed. This area 
should he div ided into four sections, 
and each section used in succession 
one nionth. 
The secret of suc­ 
cessful turkey raising rests largely 
on prov iding fresh ground and hop­ 
per feeding all feed, coupled of 
course with strong liealthy poults 
and a suitable ration. 
In the selection of range, it should 
not 
be 
cho.sen 
wdiere 
chickens 
ranged recently or where there is 
possibililty of drainage from tlie 
poultry y ards reaching the turkey 
range. 
It is desirable to liav e ail 
of the poults the same age. 
There 
is no question but that turkey s can 
be successfully raised in confine­ 
ment and that it does not pay to 
let turkey s range for their food.
